When | was released from the 
hospital, | was on my tricycle on top of my apartment 
buildings balcony looking down. | saw Satguru Jagjit Singh Ji 
smiling at me. Even today | have not forgotten that image. 
Suddenly | fell off my tricycle. When | got back on again, 
Satguru Ji disappeared. | was not able to function as a normal 
person when | was small. My illness made me a bit slow but | 
managed to deal with it as | grew up. With Satguru Ji's 
blessings | have dealt with any obstacles that came in the way. 


Even though | have had and still have many personal 
problems in my life but | still have not given up on my faith in 
Satguru Ji. One would ask if | believe in a living Guru, should 
he not be helping me with my problems?

you look at Sikh history, people threw rocks and stones at 
Guru Nanak Dev Ji and Guru Teghbadur Ji were not allowed 
to enter Amritsar. Our present Satguru Jagjit Singh Ji is aware 
of their surroundings and the people around them. We need 
to keep faith in Satguru Ji and not worry about who is 
corrupted and who is not. Satguru Ji will deal with anyone 
who is corrupted and they will soon realize their faith if they 
do not open their eyes now.
